The following ••pot shots” from 
Judge Sauflev's sitcech al Harrod.burg 
.Monday seem to hare hit Mr Harding 
lb tender *|v)u. Judging by the wail 
bis organ, tbe Dauville News, makes: 

“Haba* ao.allud me,” be said, "with 
a degree ol venom aod furv. After hav- 
ing bad the thumb screw* put to him, I 
be ooofesiwd with tbe agony of a man 
parting from a drawn tooth that he was 
a defaulter lo the campaign lo which 
Mr. Goebel was the nominee of the 
democratic party. He plead* for by- 
gooes to be by-gones, and polols out I 
my frieod* In the crowd and call* them 
to account for tnelr aiiltnde on tbe sil- 
ver quastloo. Yes, let by-gones be by- 
gone* so far a* Mr Harding is coocero- 
ad, but let tbe ooal* bs kept burning 
aod kaep rs over them " 

"Iq that battle, when true and tried
